Concentration. 


In a very carefully written and 
studiously moderate article the Military 
Correspondent of The Times discussed yes- 
terday the all-important ‘question of Ger- 
many's resources in soldiers. There are 
very few absolutely known factor#on which 
we can calculate. When we have said 
that Germany started at the outbreak of 
the war with about 13 million men of 
military age, and that she requires about 
5,600,000 soldiers to keep up her present 


‘establishments in the field. we have said 


nearly all that is unassailable We do 
not know exactly what deduction must 
be made from the thirteen millions for 
men absolutely indispensable for civil 
purposes; in this article it is estimated 
at four millions. We do not know how 
many exactly have been permanently lost 
to the Army through casualties and sick- 
ness. The Correspondent, with extreme 
caution, bases his caleulations on the 
official casualty lists issued in Germany, 
which show that, up to the end of last 
January, the number was a little over 
two and a half millions. Some dedaction 
must be made from this for wounded men 
now returned to the fighting line, and some 
additions for these permanently invalided 
through sickness and for those now in 
hospital, The Correspondent comes to the 
conclusion that, when al! allowances have 
been made. we cannot safely reckon upon 
there being less than two million men in 
Germany to replenish the fighting lines. 
How long will these two million men last? 
That depends obviously upon the rate of 
wastage. In the first few months of the 
war it was nearly a quarter of a million 
a month, but it “has fallen very con- 
siderably since then, and is now, in al! 
not more than 150,000 a 
month. Unless the Allies can increase it, 
Germany will not exhaust her power of 
rainforcements before next February. The 
Correspondent of The Tracs then proceeds 
to draw the moral from his calculations 
in the following passage :—* If we insist 
upon fighting Turks and Bulgars and what 
not, instead of Germans, we make a great 
mistake. We have only one enemy that 
counts, and whose fall wil bring his con 
federates down with him. We should, 
therefore, conceptrate upon him, act 
against him offensively with all our might, 
recall all useless detachments, liquidate 
all foolish adventures which waste our 
Armies while causing the Germans no loss, 
and act defensively with the least possible 
numbers in every theatre other than the 


principal.”

The Adriatic. 


It is announced through Copenhagen 
that the Archduke Charles Stephen, Chief 
of the Austrian Naval Staff, has arrived 
in Berlin to discuss with Admiral von 
Tirpitz arrangements for closer co-opera: 
tion between the German and Austrian 
Fleets. This meeting follows closely upon 
the news that Admiral von Poh! has bean 
superseded in the command of the High 
Sea Fleet—a retirement which uires a 
peculiar significance from the fact that the 
last change in the command marked a new 
development in German naval policy. If 
the current reports of intense activity at 
the German naval bases do, in fact, fore- 
shadow a further and more striking de- 
parture in that policy, we may expect that 
the Austrian Fleet will have an important 
part to play in the enemy's plans. The 
Avstrian Fleet is a factor whose influence 
io the war we are apt to overlook, and we 


time, lest we should be abruptly re- 
minded that it is very far from negligible. 
Evidence of its activity is contained in 
the French Admiralty’s communiqué which 
we printed yesterday, recording a “ brush" 
between a British cruiser and. Austrian 
naval forces. This is the first time for 
many months when British and Austrians 


have been in action at sea. Since Italy 
eutered the war thé handling of thd naval 


situation in the Adriatic has left 
almost exclusively to that country by 
France and Great Britain. The évacua- 
tion of Gallipoli, however, has set free 
considerable French and British naval 
forces which were hitherto engaged in sup- 
porting the land operations against Tu rkey, 
and these are now available to deal with 
the development of the situation in the 
Adriatic. Their first meeting with the 
Austrians was, in itself, trivial and incon- 
clusive. A British cruiser and a torpedo- 
boat of the French squadron covering the 
Serbian Army's retirement from Albania 
to Corfu encountered in the Adriatic four 
Austrian destroyers, which were chased 
into Cattaro. On the following day the 
two Allied vessels were again attacked near 
Durazzo, and a submarine made an un- 
successful attempt to torpedo the British 
cruiser, The interest of these encounters 


lies in their disclosure not only of the | 


presence in the Adriatic of Allied naval 
forces other than Italian. but also of the 
aggressive spirit which animates’the Aus 
trian naval command. 


Since the outbreak of war the Austrians 
have accounted for several Italian cruisers 
and destroyers in the Adriatic. They 
have attacked and crippled, and in the 
case of one French armoured cruiser sunk. 
other Allied warships south of the en- 
trance to that sea. They have harried 
with increasing frequency the eastern coast 
of Italy. In all these operations, and in 
the latest operations which the extension 
of their military action down the eastern 
shore of the Adriatic has enabled them to 
initiate, the Austrians are greatly favoured 
by the widely different character «f the 
two Adriatic coasts. The Dalmatian coast 
facing Italy is a long stretch of shore 
provided with many havens of absolute 
security, the approaches to which are 
covered by a string of islands. On the 
other hand, the eastern coast of Italy 
is bare of protection, and possesses, from 
Venice to the Straits of Otranto, 
scarcely any satisfactory harbours. The 
Allies have to operate from bases of which 
the nearest that is thoroughly satisfactory 
is Malta, although in Aviona and Corfu 
they have secured advanced bases which 
are not to be despised. The penetration of 
their land forces into Albania. and the 
evacuation from that country of ‘the 
Serbian Army, have at once im posed 
a duty on the Austrian naval forces and 
given an opportunity to them. The neces 
sity which the Allies are under of covering 
by sea the evacuation of the Serbian Arms 
the great bulk of which has now been 
successfully removed to Corfu, affords the 
Austrians such another chance as the (ier. 
mans enjoyed off Gallipoh of harassing 
our naval operations. On land the Aus 
trians have now come into touch, not far 
north of Durazzo, with the elements of the 
Serbian Army which remain in Albania, 
Italian detachments, and the tribesmen 


of Essad Pasha. We have hitherto 
come into contact only With the fast 
cruisers and flotillas of Austria. If the 


enemy are, indeed, hatching plans for 
combiried grand operations at sea. we may 
yet have to deal with a sortie by her battle 
feet, simultaneously with such a sortie 
by the German Fleet in the North Sea 
In any case, there is plenty of material 
for considerable “ liveliness In the 
Adriatic.

Genera] Smuts. 


General Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien has 
been compelled by ill-health to lay down 
his command of the expedition azainst 
German East Africa. The will 
sympathise with the disappointment of 
this distinguished s«ldier. The fame of 
his handling of the Second Army in the 
retreat from Mons is enouch for any one 
man; but General Smith-Dorrier has 
fought seven campaigns in Africa, and 
sucesss in an eighth would have been a 
fitting crown for a fine military career 
There is, however, an aspect of his resigna. 
tion which will excite genuine and wide. 
spread pleasure. The command of the 
Fast African expedition was Offered, in the 
first instance, to General Jan Christiaan 
Smuts, but he was unable to accept it 
His difficulties have now disappeared, and 
he has consented to succeed General Smith. 
Dorrien. General Smuts, who is Minister 
of Defence in the Union of South Africa, 
took a double first Law Tripos at Cam 
bridge, and was afterwards State Attorney 
in the Transvaal Republic: he is. we noel 
nwt doubt. the first lawyer who has ever 
commanded a British Expeditionary 
Force. But, as England has very good 
reason to remember, he is also a first-rate 
soldier. He served his country brilliantly

in the Boer War, and in 1901 he was pro 
moted to the supreme command in Cape 
Colony. His familiarity with guerilla 
tactics «will be of immense value 
In the difficult and important cam 
paign in German East Africa. It is 
important not only because the Ger 


mans are strongly entrenched there. but 
because they have raised large native 
levies, and are doing their best to inflame 
Mohammedan prejudices against every 
European occupation except their own 
Yesterday a correspondent quoted a recent 
speech by General Smuts at Cape Town, 
in which he pointed out that the Governor 
of German East Africa had actually pub 
lished in the native language the Sultan 
of Turkey's proclamation of a Holy Wer 
against all Christians. “You can under- 
stand what that means, ' said the General : 
and now we may be quite certain that in 
& very short time he will make that 
Governor pay the penalty of his base 
treachery to the whole civilised world. Sir 
Horace Smith-Dorrien has been succeeded 
in the command of & British army by a 
man against whom he was leading a 
British army less than twenty years ago. 
The thing will be utterly beyond the com. 
prehension of the German professors, but 
the German Genera] Staff wil! appreciate 
its fatal significance. :
